1. (Currently Amended) An e-mail method, comprising: 

recognizing wh e th e r a complot o that an unauthorized electronic mail message 
compoGcd by a vims and having a valid r e cipient addr e ss is about t o be sen t, aft e r a send 
function has boon initiated, from a sending oido to a receiving sid e from a computing device 
configured to send an electronic mail message : and 

providing at the computing device an alert indicating that the unauthorize d alerting a 
syst e m user on the sending side as to the compl e t e electronic mail message bei ngis about to 
be sentt«id 

allowing a user to authorize sending of the complete electronic mail message . 

2. (Currently Amended) AThe method as recited in claim 1, wherein tb esaid recognizing 
that an unauthorized electronic mail message is about to be sent comprises detecting that a 
send ftmction i shas been initiated by an unauthorized agent. 

3. (Currently Amended) AThe method as recited in claim 2, wherein the unauthorized agent 
is feea vims. 
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4. (Currently Amended) AThe method as recited in claim 1, wher e in said recognizing 
recogniz e s a send op e ration initiated by the us e r further comprising stopping transmission of 
the unauthorized electronic mail message . 

5. (Currently Amended) AThe method as recited in claim 1, wher e in said recognizing 
r e cognizes a s e nd op e ration initiat e d by an unauthoriz e d ag e nt including the viru s further 
comprising deleting the unauthorized electronic mail message prior to transmission of the 
unauthorized electronic mail message . 

6. (Currently Amended) An e-mail method, comprising: 

recognizing wh e th e r a compl e t e t hat an unauthorized electronic mail message 
compos e d by a virus and having a valid r e cipient addr e ss is about to be sen t, after a s e nd 
fimction has b e en initiat e d, from a s e nding sid e to a r e ceiving sid e from a computing device 
configured to send an electronic mail message : and 

stopping transmission of the compl e t eunauthorized electronic mail message-^until 
authoriz e d by a us e r . 

7. (Currently Amended) An e-mail method, comprising: 

recognizing whether a compl e t ethat an imauthorized electronic mail message 
composed by a virus and having a valid r e cipi e nt addr e ss i s about to be sen t, aft e r a s e nd 
fimction has been initiat e d, from a s e nding side to a rec e iving sid e from a computing device 
configured to send an electronic mail message : and 

providing a user with an opportunity to consider cancolin g deleting the unauthorized 
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electronic mail message, prior to transmission of the complot om authorized electronic mail 
message until authoriz e d by the user . 

8. (Currently Amended) AThe method as recited in claim 7 claim 1 . further comprising 
displaying the complet e unauthorized electronic mail message to th e us e r after the send 
function is initiat e d in an interface configured to input an instruction to allowing the user to 
modify the comt)l e teu nauthorized electronic mail message, cancel transmission of the 
complet eu nauthorized electronic mail message andor authorize transmission of the 
complet eu nauthorized electronic mail message. 

9. (Currently Amended) An apparatus, comprising: 

an e mail transmission system having a sending side and a receiving sid e ; and 
an e mail system r e cognizing a complot o a computing device configured to: 
send an e-mail message: 

recognize that an unauthorized e-mail message compos e d by a virus and 
having a vahd r e cipi e nt addr e ss, is about to be sen t, after a send function has b e en initiat e d, 
by a user via the transmission system, alerting a user on th e sending sid e as to the addr e ss ee s 
of th e complete o mail messag e and allowing th e us e r to authorize sending of the complete e 
mail m e ssago from the computing device: and 

control a send operation of the imauthorized e-mail message from the 
computing device responsive to recognizing that the unauthorized e-mail message is about to 
be sent from the computing device . 
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10. (Currently Amended) A computer readable storage medium having stored thereon, 
computer executable instructions that if executed by a computing device, cause the 
computing device to perform a method comprisin g for controUing a computer including a 
computer programi 

recognizing wh e th e r a compl e t e that an unauthorized electronic mail message 
composed by a vims and having a valid recipient addr e ss, is about to be sen t, after a send 
function has be e n initiated. from the computing device: and 

alerting a user as to th e complot o controUing a send operation of the unauthorized 
electronic mail message b e ing sent and allowing the us e r to authoriz e s e nding of the complete 



message is about to be sent from the computing device . 

11. (Currently Amended) An electronic mail m essage alert display, comprising: 

a_text display that provides an alert indicating tha t alerting a user on a sending side as 
to a comploto an unauthorized electronic mail m essage compos e d by a virus and having a 
valid r e cipi e nt addreGG, is about to be sent; aft e r a s e nd function has been initiat e d, 

a list of addr e ss e es; and 

an interface element allowing th e us e r to authoriz e that enables selective input of an 
instmction that stops t ransmission of the complet e x mauthorized electronic mail m essage. 

12. (Currently Amended) An e-mail metho d associat e d with messages of a user , comprising: 

determining wh e th e r that an unauthorized electronic mail message having at least a 
minimum of parts noodcd to bo a valid e l e ctronic mail m e ssage and composed by a virus is 




^responsive to recognizing that the unauthorized electronic mail 
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about t o be sen t from a computing device configured to send an electronic mail message : and 
al e rting th e us e r as to p roviding at the computing device an alert indicating that the 
unauthorized electronic mail message is about to be sent. 

13. (Currently Amended) An e-mail metho d associatod with messag e s of a user , comprising: 
determining wh e the r that an unauthorized electronic mail message having at l e ast a 

minimum of parts ne e d e d to b e a valid e l e ctronic mail m e ssage and composed by a virus is 

about t o be sen t from a computing device configured to send an electronic mail message is 

being sent bv an unauthorized agent : and 

al e rting the user as to p roviding at the computing device an alert indicating that the 

unauthorized electronic mail message is about to be sentt^iad 

allowing the user to p e rmit sending of the electronic mail m e ssage to be sent .

recognizing whether a complot ot hat an unauthorized electronic mail message 
composed by a process configured to compose an unauthorized electronic mail message emA 
having a valid recipient address is about to be sen t, aft e r a s e nd fimction has b ee n initiat e d, 
from a sending sid e to a rec e iving sid e from a computing device configured to send an 
electronic mail message : and 

al e rting a system user on the sending side as to the complot o providing at the 
computing device an alert indicating that the unauthorized electronic mail message is about to 
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be sentf-aiid 

allowing a user to authorize scmding of th e complete e lectronic mail^mosGago . 

24. (Currently Amended) AThe method as recited in claim 23, wherein the process is a 
virus. 

25. (Currently Amended) AThe method as recited in claim 23, wherein the process is an 
unauthorized agent. 

26. (Currently Amended) An e-mail method, comprising: 

recognizing wh e ther a complet et hat an electronic mail message i sabout t o be sent 
from a sending side to a roceiving sid e , wh e r e in th e complot o computing device configured to 
send an electronic mail message is an unauthorized electronic mail messag e, has a valid 
recipient addross, and is to b e sent after a send function has b e en initiatod ; and 

al e rting a system us e r on the sending side about th e complot o providing at the 
computing device an alert indicating that the unauthorized electronic mail message is about to 
be sentv-an^ 

allowing a us e r to authorize sending tho complete e l e ctronic mail message , 

27. (Currently Amended) A computer program product including a tangible computer 
readable medium containin g having stored thereon, computer executable instructions that, 
\^4i«rif executed by a proc e sso r computing device , causes tho procosso r cause the computing 
device to perform process e s o f a method comprising : 
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recognizing whether a compl e t e t hat an electronic mail message i sabout to be sent 
from a ponding sido to a roceiving side, wh e r e in the complet o computing device configured to 
send an electronic mail message is an unauthorized electronic mail messag e, has a valid 
r e cipi e nt addr e ss, and is to b e sent aft e r a s e nd function has be e n initiated : and 

alerting a syst e m user on th e sending side about tho complot op roviding at the 
computing device an alert indicating that the unauthorized electronic mail message is about to 
be sent^-afid 

allowing a user to authoriz e s e nding the complet e el e ctronic mail message . 

28. (Cancelled) 

29. (Currently Amended) An e-mail system, comprising: 

means for recognizing wh e ther a complet ethat an imauthorized electronic mail 
message is about to be sent from a s e nding side to a r e ceiving side, wher e in the complete a 
computing device configured to send an electronic mail messag e is compos e d by an 
unauthoriz e d agent, has a valid recipient address, and is to b e s e nt aft e r a send function has 
b e en initiatod ; and 

means for alerting a syst e m us e r on the s e nding sid e about th e complot o providing at 
the computing device an alert indicating that the unauthorized electronic mail message is 
about t o be sentt^id 

moans for allowing a user to authoriz e s e nding th e complete oloctronic mail m e ssage . 
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30. (New) The method of claim 1, wherein the unauthorized electronic mail is composed by 
a virus and has a valid recipient address. 

31. (New) The method of claim 1, wherein said recognizing that an unauthorized electronic 
mail message is about to be sent includes detecting that a send operation has been initiated. 

32. (New) The method of claim 6, wherein the unauthorized electronic mail is composed by 
a virus and has a valid recipient address. 

33. (New) The method of claim 6, wherein said recognizing that an imauthorized electronic 
mail message is about to be sent includes detecting that a send operation has been initiated. 

34. (New) The method of claim 7, wherein the unauthorized electronic mail is composed by 
a virus and has a valid recipient address. 

35. (New) The method of claim 7, wherein said recognizing that an unauthorized electronic 
mail message is about to be sent includes detecting that a send operation has been initiated. 

36. (New) The apparatus of claim 9, wherein the unauthorized electronic mail is composed 
by a virus and has a valid recipient address. 
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37. (New) The apparatus of claim 9, wherein the computing device is configured to detect 
that a send operation has been initiated and recognize that the unauthorized electronic mail 
message is about to be sent. 

38. (New) The computer readable storage medium of claim 10, wherein the method further 
comprises recognizing the unauthorized electronic mail is composed by a vims and has a 
valid recipient address. 

39. (New) The computer readable storage medium of claim 10, wherein said recognizing 
that an unauthorized electronic mail message is about to be sent includes detecting that a send 
operation has been initiated. 

40. (New) The display of claim 11, wherein the text display indicates the unauthorized 
electronic mail is composed by a virus and has a valid recipient address. 

41. (New) The method of claim 23, wherein the unauthorized electronic mail has a valid 
recipient address. 

42. (New) The method of claim 23, wherein said recognizing that an unauthorized electronic 
mail message is about to be sent includes detecting that a send operation has been initiated. 

43. (New) The method of claim 26, wherein said recognizing that an unauthorized electronic 
mail message is about to be sent includes detecting that a send operation has been initiated. 
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44. (New) The computer readable storage medium of claim 27, wherein said recognizing 
that an unauthorized electronic mail message is about to be sent includes detecting that a send 
operation has been initiated. 

45. (New) The system of claim 29, wherein said means for recognizing that an xmauthorized 
electronic mail message is about to be sent includes means for detecting that a send operation 
has been initiated. 

46. (New) The apparatus of claim 9, wherein said computing device is configured to control 
the send operation by providing at the computing device an alert indicating that the 
unauthorized e-mail message is about to be sent from the computing device. 

47. (New) The apparatus of claim 9, wherein said computing device is configured to control 
the send operation by stopping transmission of the unauthorized e-mail message 

48. (New) The apparatus of claim 9, wherein said computing device is configured to control 
the send operation by deleting the unauthorized e-mail message, prior to transmission of the 
unauthorized e-mail message. 

49. (New) The apparatus of claim 29, fiirther comprising: 

means for stopping transmission of the unauthorized electronic mail message. 
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50. (New) The apparatus of claim 29, further comprising: 

means for deleting the unauthorized electronic mail message, prior to transmission of 
the xmauthorized electronic mail message. 

51. (New) The computer readable storage medium of claim 10, wherein said controUing a 
send operation of the unauthorized electronic mail message includes providing an alert 
indicating that the unauthorized electronic mail message is about to be sent. 

52. (New) The computer readable storage medium of claim 10, wherein said controlling a 
send operation of the unauthorized electronic mail message includes stopping transmission of 
the unauthorized electronic mail message. 

53. (New) The computer readable storage medium of claim 10, wherein said controlling a 
send operation of the imauthorized electronic mail message includes deleting the 
unauthorized electronic mail message, prior to transmission of the unauthorized electronic 
mail message.
